AFM Chairman 
clarifies club's 
AMA stand 


Chairman-Elect Dick Lewis of the 
AFM, Inc. Board of Directors told 
Cycle News that the American 
Federation of Motorcyclists, 
California’s large road race sanctioning 
body, has not, as reported earlier, 
totally renounced its AMA affiliation. 
He was referring to action taken at an 
October 18 board meeting, at which it 
was decided that AFM would not, for 
1976, require its licensed riders to hold 
an AMA card, nor require its member 
chapters to obtain AMA sanctions for 
their races. The board does, however, 
recommend that the chapters retain 
their AMA charters as member clubs, 
and apparently will be mailing out AMA 
membership applications with the 
yearly AFM license renewals. 

“We realize that the possible 
reinstatement of AMA insurance, 
though not certain for 1976, is a plus 
for riders, and that the general 
legislative advocacy of the AMA 
benefits us all,” Lewis said. “But we 
had to ask ourselves, was this worth the 
$10 to the riders, and the general 
consensus among AFM’s riders was, 
no.” 




























Lewis revealed that Guy Racuyer, 
who helped negotiate the AMA 
Amateur road race rules package at 
Dallas, resigned from the board the 
morning of the meeting over another 
matter. Acknowledging that Guy did a 
good job at Dallas, Lewis told CN that 
the riders were generally dissatisfied 
with the AMA Amateur rules package 
and turned off by the showroom stock 
production category. "Let's face it," he 
said, “AFM riders are happy playing in 
their own sandbox according to their 
own rules.” He held out the hope of 
future compromise, noting the AFM 
Production category is ‘‘awfully close" 
to the AMA’s Modified Production 
category. 

Asked how the AMA system of 
qualifying amateurs for the Daytona 
Amateur races would affect AFM riders, 
Dick noted that AFM traditionally has 
input riders into the AMA as Novice 
professionals. “People here are not that 
excited about going to Daytona as 
amateurs."

Smith and the crowd suffered 
big let-downs when Marty tumbled off 
the steep U-turn to go from first to last 
in an instant. Jim West grabbed the lead 
with an eager Tony D. massaging his 
rear fender. The former pistol from 
Bristol, Pennsylvania took the lead on 
lap five as he held the gas on down one 
of the many bumpy hills. From that 
point on, the day was Tony D.'s as his 
20 second margin over second was 
monitored by mechanic Keith McCarty. 
Jim West held second for five laps until 
Team Europe, DeCoster and Wolsink, 
zapped him. Suzuki Team Manager 
Yusaki Ishibashi held out DeCoster's pit 
board as the rocket orbited over the big 
jump. Suddenly Roger's slightly askew 
front wheel landing turned to disaster as 
his magnesium triple clamp snapped, 
splaying the RN370 into a "Y" with 
Roger in the middle. In seconds 
hundreds of people sandwiched the 
track to gape at the bleeding and dazed 
champion. 

DiStefano took the overall and his 


second Trans-AMA only to return to a 
sullen pit. Wolsink, Stackable, Weinert, 
West,  Semics,  Howerton, Smith, 
Thorwaldson and Mosier rounded out 
the top ten. 


The sun set swiftly behind the brown 
grass hills and a chill settled over the 
pits where Tony D. had just guaranteed 
America a 5-5 split of this year's 
Trans-AMA series with the Europeans. 
Suzuki is assured the top three series 
placings. DeCoster’s injury and possible 
retirement from the series will not 
affect his series overall win. е

Turkey Shoot: 
National re-run

LUCERNE VALLEY, NOV. 23 

Last year’s Pomona Valley Desert 
Riders Turkey Shoot was ex- 
tremely easy and most partici- 
pants expected it to be somewhat 
the same this year. But, well over 1000 
family enduro riders were in for a 
surprise! 

The first loop went straight up the 
first hill, much to the dismay of the 
assembled riders waiting for their 
minute. It was pysch-out time and a good 
number of riders got the jitters while 
watching a whole bunch of people not 
make it. The hill wasn't really all that 
tough, but it looked pretty tricky. Some 
of the minicycles had a rough time of it, 
but a surprising number of them cleaned 
the hill, looking good all the way. The 
first 5.6 miles were at a sedate 12 mph 
average allowing the riders who had 
trouble getting up the hill to catch up 
before the three mile check. 

The first check was located at the 
speed change, at 5.6 miles, and was easy 
to zero if you were timekeeping. The 
first loop contained some very 
interesting terrain, but the hills made it 
tough. A powder puffer or minicycle 
rider would have a tough row to hoe to 
even come close to zeroing the loop. 
The second loop had no business being 
part of a family enduro as long as C 
riders were allowed to ride it. It was a 
virtual copy of the second loop of the 
previous Jubilee National Enduro. A 
number of people brought out some 
first time riders to try their luck. It was 
a mistake. There were numerous

challenging uphills and downhills at very 
fast speeds, resulting in A riders trying 
to get around C riders in the tight 
sections. Most of them lost points, since 
there were lots of C riders to get 
around. There were a lot of breakdowns 
and a lot of injuries. A whole bunch of 
people were complaining about the 
enduro being too hard. Laying out an 
enduro. is not an easy proposition. No 
matter who rides the loop beforehand, 


race day is a whole new situation. 

It looks like Joe Shepard probably 
has a lock on the overall win. Joe rode 
his 250 Penton (KTM?) over the rocks, 
down the hills, through the canyons, 
and around the C riders, losing just 17 
seconds at three (count ’em, three) tie 
breaker checks. This is all unofficial, of 
course. Nothing has been scored, but no 
one else claimed they zeroed the course. 

C riders were in over their heads, and 





were happy to finish. Especially those 
on their first enduro. Eric Morales, 
riding his very first enduro, started on 
minute 108 and finished on minute 228. 
He was hurting at the end, due to a 
couple of get-offs, and his shoulder is 
going to have to be X-rayed. But you 
know what he said? “I’m sure beat, but 
I sure had a good time. Are they all that 
hard?” No Eric they’re not. ө 
Results pending.

POLITICAL HOTLINE 
Üregon noise re 


A state program of noise control which has been in effect for nearly a year 
has finally (belatedly) burst with full force upon the motorcycle industry 
and the riding public of that state. The first revelation of the noise rules' 
impact in Cycle News posed far more questions than it answered, so CN 
telephoned the Oregon DEQ office to attempt to clear up the 


uncertainties. 


Direct from the horse's 
mouth, so to speak 


The Department spokesman revealed 
that the program had, in fact, been in 
effect during 1975. The basic regulation 
prohibits the sale or offering for sale of 
any new motor vehicle which exceeds 
noise limits specified by the DEQ (Table 
A). The department realized that 
adequate noise data was not available 
for 1975 motorcycles, but sent letters 
to all known motorcycle manufacturers 
requesting that the firms set up noise 
test programs in their own facilities and 
certify to the DEQ by mail those 
models in their product line which 
conform. The response is still trickling 
in, but slowly. Of the Japanese Big 
Four, Honda and Yamaha are already 
approved, Kawasaki and Suzuki have 


loud motorcycles from being used by 
so-called “backyard racers” to the 
general annoyance of the public. 

What of the novice? Will this process 
in effect restrict the entry of “new 
blood” into racing? Dept. spokesman: 
"I hope not." Pressed further, he 
admitted that, to the extent the sport is 
being fed by backyard racers, there will 
be some restriction, however, the DEQ 
does not view this as an insoluble | 
problem. 

Could these rules be construed as 
restraint of trade? The Department’s 
position is no, the regulations come 
under the legitimate police power of the 
state in order to guarantee the health, 
safety and welfare of its citizens; and 
are in line with similar actions in other 
areas. To be declared in restraint of 
trade, someone would have to bring it

been in touch with the department and 
expect to comply on most models. 

Most of the problems concern racing 
machinery, and the exceptions proposed 
to handle racing machinery. The 
regulation states that “Racing vehicles 
will be exempt...if it can be 
adequately demonstrated to the 
Department that these vehicles are used 
exclusively in sanctioned racing events.” 
The controversy- stems from the way 
this rule is to be interpreted and put 
into practice. 

May a dealer display a race bike? The 
Department’s position is no, if the 
display can be termed an offer for sale. 
The DEQ is currently meeting with 
dealer and MIC representatives to try to 
agree on what kinds of display (if any) 
may be acceptable to all parties. 

How does this affect advertising? No 
Oregon dealer may advertise, in the 
local media or in an_ out-of-state 
publication (such as CN) the sale of a 
non-conforming (race) machine. This 
ruling does not cover media advertising 
that originates out-of-state. (Example, a 
race bike ad placed by the manufacturer 
in an out-of-state publication.) 

What criteria will be used to judge if 
an applicant for exemption is a serious 
racer? The spokesman could not give 
specific criteria, and seemed surprised 
that CN had obtained a copy of the 
application form. The DEQ’s position is 
that the intent of the rule is to prevent

to court, and then it would be for the 
court to decide. How did DEQ Director 
Loren Kramer come to characterize 
motorcycles as “the number one noise 
problem in Oregon?” This came as the 
result of surveys taken at a series of 
public meetings held throughout the 
State to gain citizen input on noise 
emission problems. Apparently the 
tabulated citizen complaints against 
motorcycle noise surpassed all others. 
The DEQ has not attempted to calculate 
aggregate sound pressure levels in a 
manner similar to the federal EPA (in 
which the sound level of a given source 
is multiplied by the number of such 
sources in use to obtain a statistical 
estimate of the extent of the noise 
problem). Motorcyclists ^ "weren't 
excluded" from the public noise control 
meetings, but neither did the DEQ 
attempt to get in touch with motorcycle 
groups specifically on the subject.

Now let's hear it from the industry 

U.S. Suzuki, when contacted, stated 
that their 1975 line was certified in 
Oregon, and that the 76s were 
undergoing certification now, with all 
models except the RM series of 





motocrossers expected to comply. The 
RMs will not be altered for sale im 
Oregon, other than as race bikes under 
the exemption regulations. Company 
reps are meeting with the DEQ to work 
out details of how RMs may be stocked 
and sold. "We will comply with the 
results of that meeting." It sounds like 
they have little choice. 

Kawasaki Motor Corp. has more 
militant thoughts on the subject. “We 
don't think the states ought to tell us 
what to advertise, we don't think states 
ought to regulate racing bikes more 
stringently than guns or 
whatever... To look at a dirt bike, a 
guy's got to go through more (red tape) 
than to buy a six-gun," CN was told. 

Officially, Kawasaki would like to see 
competition noise levels set by 
sanctioning bodies, and off-road vehicle 
noise levels set by the states. All of 
Kawasaki’s models except the KX 
series motocrossers are expected to 
conform to the 1976 standards in time 
to meet the January 1 deadline. The 
company is telling dealers to “sit tight” 
until the results of further meetings 
between the industry and the DEQ are 
known. 


Commentary 

The Oregon Department of 
Environmental Quality, in developing its 
noise control regulations, has apparently 
confused nuisance value with “health 
and safety” in invoking the state police 
power to control the sale of racing 
vehicles. By setting its priorities from 
citizen questionnaires, the state has, in 
effect, taken a straw vote on the 
nuisance value of motorcycles, rather 
than try to scientifically estimate the 
state-wide sound pressure from 
motorcycles vis-a-vis other sources 
(railroads, heavy trucks, jet aircraft). 
For this reason, the state’s priorities are 
on shaky moral and philosophical 
ground. 

As to methods, the questions of 
restraint of trade, limits of legitimate 
state power, and interpretation of 
specific rulings are so complex and 
intertwined that only the judiciary has 
the power to unravel them. That means, 
for better or worse, some person or 
group will have to take the problem to 
court before final answers can be had. If 
left unchallenged, the state will 
continue to pursue its ends according to 
its own ground rules. 

It is such a can of worms at this time 
that the only thing all parties can agree 
to is that all motorcycles everywhere 
must be made quieter. But how and to 
what limits? e

“California’s official position is that 
the federal government has no right to 
force the state to enact legislation which 
has been rejected eight times by the 
State Legislature. Governor Brown 
concurs with this position and supports 
legislation in Congress which would 
remove the... authority to withhold 
highway funds from states which have 
not adopted helmet laws." 

In the same letter, it was 
recommended that bikers in California 
get onto their Congressmen, especially 
those on the House Public Works 
Committee.

ou’re late,” said Mike 

Goodwin as Diane, Mike’s 

girlfriend, led me into their 

living room. And I truly was. 

I have this habit of 
oversleeping, no matter what time the 
alarm clock tells me to wake up. When I 
finally broke through and made it to my 
destination, I discovered that the sun 
truly shines on the rich (or those that 
pretend to be). As I snaked up a narrow 
strip of asphalt that switchbacked up a 
hill above the main highway I thought, 
such houses! All perched on the side of 
the hill on stilts that gave their 
occupants an expensive view of the 
Pacific Ocean at $100 a wave. And there 
were the haut voitures of the rich: 
Porsches, Jaguar E-12s, Mark IVs parked 
in their concrete stalls or out in the 
already narrow street, making it 
narrower still, and more likely to make 
a very expensive accident possible.

The 
middle level is the “nerve center” with 
Mike’s office, bathroom and bedroom. 
The third and bottom-most level is the 








office for Mike’s secretaries and 
associates. 
Media Max, Inc. operates 


inconspicuously in a neighborhood of 
the affluent who sleep peacefully on 
this hill. It is 8:30 a.m. 


Diane, Mike’s girlfriend of seven years 
(“I keep him warm in body and soul”) 
answered the doorbell. I followed her 
into the living room where I found Mike 
working out in a corner, wearing only 
tennis shoes, tee shirt, and shorts. He 
was using an exercise wheel that you 
roll on the ground (pile carpeting helps). 
He commented on my tardiness, then 
said, “Want to go on a run?” I said no 
thanks. He hopped to his feet and 
trotted out of the house with his two 
dogs Poo and Lisa following behind. 


Diane served me breakfast (I never 
refuse anything free) and I had some 
time to check things out. 


When I had first entered the house, I 
noticed several plaques and pictures that 
Mike had collected over the years. There 
were resolutions presented to him by 
the L.A. city council for bringing MX to 
the Coliseum and making it a big-time 
sport. There were a couple of pictures 
from some magazines that had featured 
his SuperBowl events. There was also a 
laminated and mounted page from 
Amusement Business with a picture of a 
younger Goodwin sporting mutton chop 
whiskers that were the style back in 
1970. The page contained an article 
about his phenomenal success as a rock 
concert promoter. At the top of the 
page in big letters it said: “322G in 5 
тоз; Goodwin’s doing something 
right!” On the other side of the hallway 
and scattered through the rest of the 
house were underwater pictures that he 
had taken on a Hawaiian holiday. 


The living room is decked with 
various sporting trophies and pictures. 
An elk’s head dominates one wall; a set 
of Weber carburetors on their manifold 
hang on another. Beneath those, some 
hunting rifles lean casually against the 
wall as if they were to be used at any 


moment. One wall is all picture 
windows while another is a huge 
bookcase that contains titles from 


sharks to science fiction, from Business 
Week to Playboy. 

In a corner nearest the ocean is 
Mike’s easy chair where he reads his 
paper and contemplates the world. At 
the other end of the room, by the 
bookcase, is the dining table where I eat 
my breakfast. I see a small driftwood 
table by the windows with a 12 line 
phone resting on it. 

In the kitchen Mike keeps a booze 
cabinet with enough stuff to put an 
army under the table. The refrigerator

contains the regular refrigerator stuff, 
including Eskimo Pies, lots. of Olympia 
beer (“We like to take care of our 
sponsors"), and a lot of diet soft drinks. 
Elk meat was in the freezer. Mike had 
shot it himself, presumably with one of 
the guns leaning against the wall. The 
elk meat would be for tacos later 
tonight. 

Mike returned from his run and filled 
me on the part of his day that I missed. 


MICHAEL 
GOODWIN

At about 6:30 a.m. he had made his 
daily back East calls to get the day 
rolling. Then he went downstairs to take 
a shower. 

Mike returned dressed up in his 
official office uniform consisting of 
only a tee shirt and shorts, then 
proceded to work. 

His office too has a view of the ocean 
and is deeply carpeted like everywhere 
else. Another 12 line phone sits on his 


desk as Mike sifts through a stack of 
papers and notes. A set of shelves and a 
closet contain files on his operations. A 
bulletin board hangs in one of the 
windows with lots of notes and little 
homilies of business tacked on it. One 
slogan dominates the board: “Time is 
the enemy.” That’s the theme to Mike’s 
philosophy, amongst other things. 
Ranged above him are pictures of the 
rock stars that he had promoted 








concerts for: The Turtles, Janis Joplin, 
Burt Bacharach. There's a certificate for 
Eagle Scout (“I was the youngest; 12 
years, 10 months”). On a wall are 
posters from the SuperBowl events. In a 
corner is a layout of the "American MX 
Finals" to be held in Angel Stadium at 
Anaheim. 

There's another set of shelves next to 
Mike's desk with more files. Beneath the 
shelves is a caricature statue of a man 
forever frozen in the act of pushing a 
large rock. 

The day is really beautiful, and Mike 
is tuned into it as he calls up clients. 
Every time he calls, he says, “It’s really 
great out here today ...so good, I’m 
almost tempted to take the day off and 
go out diving...” He says that all day. 

The phone is his instrument, like an 
artist’s brush or a musician’s horn. He 
knows how to use the 12 lines 
effectively and with the greatest 
precision. His life is wrapped up in the 
Deal and the Contract with Guarantees 
against the Percentages — or is it the 
other way around? It’s the way Mike 


ets ahead and makes money. 
(“Money's just a way of keeping 
'score.") He's constantly taking 


situations and molding them to the best 
possible advantage for his operation. 
And most of the time it works. The 
deals flow smoothly to his satisfaction, 
which charges Mike up as the day 
progresses. 

I ask him a question about the 
philosophy behind his operations, and 
Mike puts the rest of the world on hold 
for a while to give me an answer. 

"It'S a tragic situation," he says, 
"because everybody forgets that we're 
doing nothing more than entertaining 
people. Now, if we want motocross to 
stay small and a pure sport, we can stay 
out in the hills, right? With chemical 
toilets, and hot beer, and cold hot dogs, 
dust and PA systems that you can't 
hear. But nobody's going to go out to it. 
Attendances at major AMA motocrosses 
since 1971 have declined. Saddleback 
Trans-AMA draws 8400 people for what 
is supposed to be the biggest race except 
for the Grand Prix. The only way to 
judge success is the number of people 
that go. It's the market place syndrome: 
supply and demand. 

"So we got to make a choice whether 
we want it to be fun and pure the rest 
of our lives, or whether we want to try 
to get a mixture and sacrifice a bit on 
the courses, because I know that the 
stadium MX courses are less desirable. 
But that way we can sell more 
motorcycles for the manufacturers. The 
manufacturers, they invest more money 
into their racing teams, the promoters in 
tum when they sell tickets can put up a 
bigger purse, so in the end everybody 
benefits from it. The spectators enjoy it 
alot more. 

"Our SuperBowl grew from 27,760 
the first year, to 38,800 the second 
year, to 47,230 the third year, to over 
50,000 people this year. We’re by far 
the biggest motocross in the nation. It’s 
not that we did it, it’s a fact because 
California loves MX, but not the 
conditions that they’re asked to go 
through when they go out doors. 


“If the sport wants to continue to 
grow, we have to have more of these 
stadium events. We've got to get 
exposure in front of 50,000 people if 
we want to grow. We have got a sport 
that is one of the most exciting. I can 
guarantee someone three hours of 
non-stop adrenalin the whole time 
they’re at the SuperBowl. If we can get 
more people to come out to these things 
that are not sports enthusiasts, they 
look at it and say, ‘Ah, maybe we'll go 
out to see the outdoor events, too; 
maybe we’ll buy a motorcycle,’ because 
we're introducing them to a new sport. 
And it's really starting to bloom because 
we're getting national TV recognition, 
national sponsor recognition, a number 
of things like that. 

“Апа it bothers me that a number of 
people are short-sighted that say, ‘We 
want it to be pure out in the 
mountains.’ Everything is a 
compromise. If you move the track in 
so you get a lot of people, the track is 
not as good; you move it out, the 
track’s better, but you don’t have the 
people. So you have to decide which 
one you want.” 

We talked some more about the pros 















and cons of natural versus artificial MX 
tracks. Here, the natural variety is 
suffering while it still flourishes in 
Europe, probably because that’s where 
it originated. Mike sees that the success 
of MX depends upon advertising and 
marketing, because there is lots of 
competition for the entertainment 
dollar in the U.S. while in Europe there 
is very little. In Europe an event can be 
held in either the town square or the 
town dump and probably still draw a 
crowd, no matter what. Over here, 
motocross must compete against car 
races, the horses, TV, movies, rock 
concerts, and the stadium sports like 
baseball and football. 

He also broke to me the myth of the 
huge European crowd that’s supposed 
to attend a race. Most people still 
believe that any European MX will draw 
up to 40-50,000 people, while in reality, 
Mike Goodwin says, the average event 
draws less than 10,000, except the 
really big races. Mike said that there’s 
only one country where an MX drew 
over 100,000 people, and that was 
Russia. “Maybe they were required to 
go,” he commented. 

Taking care of business is the key to 
Mike’s success. He conducts his Media 
Max operations as a business with a high 
degree of professionalism and nothing 
less. Anybody on any level in the course 
of putting an event together is dealt 
with in a businesslike manner, with 
none of the screwing around that has 
been the style of other promoters. His 
efforts to bring this quality to the sport 
have, for the most part, always rubbed 
against the grain of those manufacturers 
and contingency representatives who 
demand all sorts of free considerations. 

He told me the story of a motorcycle 
company that failed to give any support 
to their World Champion rider when he 
rode in this year’s SuperBowl. So the 
rider packed his engine in his suitcase, 
flew to L.A., put the new engine in his 
old 500cc works frame, and rode that in 
the main event with no other support 
except for the team manager, who 
shoe-stringed along as his mechanic. 
Before the SuperBowl however, the 
company asked Goodwin for a block of 
free tickets, which immediately made 
him wonder why they had the nerve to 
do this when they wouldn’t support 
their top rider — a World Champion, no 
less. He promptly told them to go shove 
it. At the SuperBowl, the champ — 
whom Mike had paid a Jot of money for 
— didn’t even place. 

Mike had to resume dealing again. 

That was okay, I had to heed the call 
of nature. The bathroom across the hall 
had a toilet whose design harkened to 
something out of Buck Rogers. A 
Venusian electric chair? A 
Tralfamadorian sex changer? No, just a 
weird looking piece of porcelain to hang 
a dump into. It was a stark contrast to 
the more serene designs that I am 
accustomed to. 

Mike’s toilet has interesting reading 
material, too. Stacked before me as I sat 
was CN’s special road racing section, 
under that was a copy of “‘The Carroll 
Shelby Story” (Mike is very involved in 
sports car racing in the SCCA. All day 
he was making calls trying to fight a 
technicality in the rules so he could 
compete in the national finals at Road 
Atlanta. “It’s worse than a heroin 
habit,” he says.). There was a copy of 
“Winning Through Intimidation” 
beneath that, and a few copies of 
"Playboy" onthe very bottom. On the 
toilet behind me was a copy of the 
"New Aerobics" on top of a pile of 
Hustler magazines. 


oon we have lunch: BLT 

sandwiches and milk. Diane 

tells Mike that he has some 

important sponsors to meet. 

That means dressing up. So 
he does, packs his attaché case, and we 
leave in his big white Caddy. 

The Cadillac seems as big as the 
narrow road it has to slink down, but 
we do it in style. The car is all power. 
Power steering, power brakes, 
convertible, power windows, power 
radio antenna, climate control, power 
door locks. It's an extension of Mike's 
personality and drive for success. 

We get on the San Diego Freeway 
toward Costa Mesa where Mike is due to 
talk business with some important

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e On the way, we rap с his 
upcoming American MX Finals, and his 
ever present subject of emotional 
debate: the AMA. 

Mike tried for two years to get an MX 
into Angel Stadium and finally got a 
break to put it together with only three 
months head time. He had gotten his 
AMA-FIM sanction to put on what was 
originally billed asa “World MX Finals” 
with international stars from 
everywhere in the world, naturally. But 
problems soon arose. The Saddleback 
Trans-AMA was scheduled only two 
weeks ahead of the Anaheim event, and 
there was a consensus between Mike and 
the other promoters that a situation like 
this and so close would only hurt 
business. So it was agreed to move the 
Trans-AMA to another location. The 
AMA responded to this by putting 
pressure on Goodwin to cancel his event 
instead, which he couldn’t, because he 
had already committed himself. The 
AMA then retracted the FIM sanction, 
saying that it hadn’t been given in the 
first place, which Mike says is “out and 
out bullshit!" It was later revealed that 
the AMA had done the retraction on the 
pretense that the title of “World MX 
Finals" was too strong, to which 
Goodwin replied, "If you're going to 
pull the FIM sanction, then I don't 
need AMA." 

Further sparring between Goodwin 
and AMA could have resulted in a 
lawsuit, but that was avoided when 
AMA gave assurances that they 
wouldn't interfere and let Mike go on 
his way. Shortly thereafter, AMA issued 
a letter to local television stations 
stating that Mike was using ''unfair 
competition." “A lot of heavy BS,” says 
Mike. 

His reason for not fighting for the 
FIM sanction and then dropping the 
AMA sanction was that “the AMA had 
failed miserably in bringing over 
European riders for the Trans-AMA 
series." He thinks that having only two 
Europeans in an event billed as a 
"World" event would be a rip-off to the 
spectators and himself. The fault lies 
with the AMA giving a false impression 
to the promoters that a full contingent 
of Europeans will be on hand. 
Promoters are duped into believing this, 
to discover that only two Europeans 
show up after $10,000 is given to the 
AMA for purse money. The promoters 
then look like the bad guys to 
everybody, including the AMA who led 
them along in the first place. 

This happened to Goodwin when he 
began the SuperBowl. AMA promised 
they would secure all the European 
riders for the event, but they never 
came through. The first two years of 
SuperBowl got bad press for not coming 
up with the Europeans that were 
promised in the ads. From 1974 on, 
then, Mike has negotiated all his own 
contracts with the riders who have 
appeared. 

The Anaheim event hasn’t been hurt 
despite the lack of AMA sanction. Mike 
promises the best American riders will 
be there, “the cream de la cream ... I 
think we will have a better show at 
Anaheim than we had at the SuperBowl. 
It’s going to be one heck of a show!” 

At Costa Mesa Mike parks the Caddy 
in the parking lot of a new office 
building. We go into one of the offices, 
and a matronly secretary greets us. Mike 
gives a passing review of a couple of 
offices which might be needed for 
temporary expansion in the closing days 
as the Anaheim event gets more hectic. 

He talks with two men who are, I 
guess, his sponsors. One is tall, dark, in 
his 40s. He’s an advertising man. The 
other is older, shorter, grayer and 
wrinkled, with a semi-paranoid look 
behind his eyeglasses as he sees me with 
my camera and tape recorder. He’s 
wearing the latest style for middle-aged 
hipsters: print body shirt, beige flared 
pants, and white loafers. I think he 
hates me. He reminds me of the 
Godfather. 

Mike says, “Oh, yeah, this is Rex 
Reese. He’s following me around for a 
couple of days...Uh, if you don’t 
want him in on our conversation, he 
doesn’t have to be.” The Godfather 
looks at me and says no, so I wait in the 
office foyer. Mike and the two guys go 
into the Godfather’s office. I wait and 
sit for a long time. 












icheal Goodwin is a 
mystery to me. He's 

paradoxical with that big, 

bucolic (6 foot 3, about 250 

Ibs.) body of his that reminds 
you of a college football jock. But his 
energy and constantly working mind 
make the difference, and in a more than 
surprising fashion. Who else would have 
thought of taking the mud-splattered 
and beer-drenched sport of motocross 
out of the boondocks and into the L.A. 
Memorial Coliseum? 

He's a wheeler and dealer in the finest 
sense of the phrase, talking about all 
seemingly mysterious and abstract 
elements of promoting with the 
knowledge of a wizard alchemist who 
knows that if those mysterious and 
abstract elements aren't paid attention 
to, the world will surely explode in his 
ears. But if handled carefully they can 
transmogify base metal into gold. 

Mike's only 30 years old, and has a 
lifestyle that amazes me. He's got the 
big business, the big house, a big car and 
a pretty girlfriend. He's “got it made” 
by most standards of America. Diane 
once said “Mike Goodwin is one of 
those rare talented people that does well 
at expressing himself, whether be it on 
paper, pictures, or anything... Right 
now we're at a point of what we're 
going to be doing the rest of our lives. 
Mike wants to be a race car driver, but 
that depends on how much he wants to 
be one because it's so expensive. But he 
has one advantage over the other race 
car drivers because he can promote 
himself." 

Media Max, Inc. is not the heart and 
soul of Mike's business world; that is to 
say that he doesn't live by race 
promoting alone. Motorcycle гасе 
promoting makes up only 30% of his 
yearly income, but it does take up 70% 
of his time. The majority of his income 
derives from real estate developments. 

In his spare time Mike takes pictures, 
skis, swims, dives, hunts, rides his 
motorcycle and chases women (he and 
Diane, who will be married in 
December, have “an understanding.” 
“Which is good,” Mike has said, “for 
someone as hypertense as myself. ”) he 
drinks and whoops it up with the same 
kind of intensity and gusto that he puts 
into his work. “Work hard and play 
hard,” says Mike. “In other words, 
‘relax fast, Mike, there’s not much time 


Michael Goodwin wouldn’t have 
gotten this far if it hadn’t been for 
ambitious early beginnings. He entered 
Pensacola Junior College in Florida at 

17, where he was the social 
chairman for a local fraternity; and after 
attempting to enlist the help of other 
frats for the fraternity dances, he began 
to stage them himself complete with 
bands and beer. These were very 
successful, and made Mike good money. 
He then went to Auburn University on a 
Navy scholarship and majored іп 
engineering. A busted lung during a dive 
ended his scholarship, so Mike took a 
year off and returned to Florida where 
he worked as a fishery biologist on 
Sabina Island identifying fish and sharks 
for the Wildlife Service. He wrote a 
booklet on the subject titled 
“Fisherman’s Identification to Sharks of 
the Gulf Coast” at age 18. 

But he was itching to learn 
marketing, so he sold all his fancy things 
to finance four years of college and 
headed West in 1964. 

College marketing courses taught him 
nothing that he didn’t already know. 
With six units before graduation, Mike 
was hired by Proctor and Gamble to 
manage half of San Diego County. 
During the one and a half years that he 
did this, he was holding another job 
producing a liquor wholesaler’s 
magazine. He became Proctor and 
Gamble's top salesman for five months 
straight, with his “supreme 
accomplishment” being the sale of a 
boxcar load of brownie mix to Fed 
Mart. Mike had expected more than the 
$25 raise that the company gave him for 
his glorious efforts, so he left with a 
friend for Europe, but only got as far as 
a $1.80 a night Bowery hotel in New 
York. 

The friend got drafted, so Mike 


_ returned to California where he was 


hired by a rock promoter and put in 
charge of out of town promotions. A 








year later Goodwin struck out on his 
own. and became one of the largest rock 
concert promoters on the West Coast in 
1969-70. He staged concerts for Janis 
Joplin, Jimi Hendrix, the Stones, 
Chicago, the Beach Boys, Seals and 
Croft, and other greats. He learned that 
rock and roll was the school of hard 
knocks, “because everybody will stab 
you in the back.” 

But Mike's small company had 
overextended by spreading its meager 
capital a bit too thin over the expected 
gross income. The death blow came 
from Mai Lai, Kent State, and a bear 
market that laid the Woodstock Era to 
its final grave. At the end, the company 
had only made four percent of its 
expected gross, which disappointed 
Mike enough to buy a VW camper and 
split to Alaska with Diane for four 
months, where he had time to hunt elk 
and reflect on his life. 

He then ventured down to Central 
America on an underwater movie 
project. While there, Mike received some 
motorcycle magazines from his ad 
agency that he owned in San Diego. He 
read where short track had been 
promoted in Madison Square Garden 
and said, “If Madison Square Garden 
can sell out short track, motocross, we 
think, we can do a better job!” 

So he went to Sacramento and 
promoted a $3,000 purse event that was 








sponsored by Olympia beer at the Cal 
Expo fairgrounds with 13,562 people 
showing up to see it. Though it wasn’t 
perfect, it had been described as 
“Woodstock West.” Things were rolling 
again. 

Mike then decided to go big time 
with motocross and set up three AMA 
events, with oversized purses at 
Sacramento, ` Saddleback, and San 
Diego. He almost lost his shirt, but by 
then Mike had negotiated for the L.A. 
Coliseum, and spent his last few bucks 
getting the SuperBowl on its feet. He 
asked five well known investors to back 
his idea, only to get laughed at. But 
Mike finally got the money to finance 
the event, and needless to say, the first 
SuperBowl was a success. And the 
success hasn’t stopped since. 


ike finally steps out of the 

office and we leave. 

On the way back, I ask him if 

he ever plans to do a 

$100,000 Evel Knievel-style 
MX, and he says, “No. It won’t be like 
Evel Knievel's, because it will be good." 
Then he grins, "I just completed 
negotiations for what may be the 
world's largest motocross, which will 
feature $100,000 in prizes and money."

SRA GP: Objective/ 
personal/ gonzo 
journalism attacks 
Riverside & crashes 


By John Ulrich 


RIVERSIDE, CAL., NOV. 16 

Nearly 1000 riders entered the 
Sportsman Racing Association’s 
10th Grand Prix at Riverside 
Raceway. What those 1000 riders 
got for their money was seven laps 
on a 10 mile course winding back 
and forth inside the giant racing 
facility. About one third of the 


lap was asphalt, laid out on parts of the 
road racing course and access roads. The 
rest was dirt in forms varying from 
smooth and WFO to rough and rasty. 

The diversity of entries was amazing. 
Most of the machines wore paper “pie 
plates" to conform with SRA's unique 
numbering system. Underneath those 
pie plates were motorcycles ranging 
from Suzuki RMs to Yamaha thumpers 
to a CL175 Honda to an Indian 
micro-mini bike. Riders ranged from 
sponsored and dressed in the latest 
moto-fashion to ^ Levi-and-lace-boot 
beginners. 

A. water truck watering the track and 
riders during and between races couldn't 
move fast enough to keep the entire 
long course free of blinding, choking, 
throat-drying dust. It was able, however, 
to make transitions between pavement 
and dirt very interesting. Selected slick 
spots following hardpan-covered- 
with-dust tested the skill of riders trying 
to go fast. 

A couple of parents let a tiny boy on 
a midget Indian ride in the 0-125cc race. 
Charging through a massive dust cloud 
on a downhill leading to a concrete 
tunnel under another part of the course. 
I looked down to see this tiny figure 
putting along about 40 miles per hour 
slower than the group of racers I was 
coexisting with at the time. It was a

good feeling to have missed the small 
boy. One never wants to run over a rider 
who doesn't reach one's kneecaps when 
seated on his machine. 

The long pavement stretches allowed 
machines and riders less suited for rough 
dirt make up time, if they were geared 
tall enough. But the down and dirty 
knobby boys did a pretty good job on 
the tarmac. At least one road racer who 
thought he was going to clean house on 
the pavement had to grudgingly respect 
some determined racers at this SRA 
event. When you've got to use strategy 


to pass, you know you've got a worthy 
opponent. Thank goodness for 15-32 
gearing and a strong motor. 

Ambulance service was pretty good, 
considering the size of the monster 
course, and helpful corner workers were 
happy to pull off at least one flattened 
motorcycle after a spectacular crash. 

If you want to know more about this 
race, look at the photos, or imagine 
careening out of a dust storm onto a 
mud slick that leads into a pavement 
corner which leads to an off-camber, 
watered-down, whooped turn. Surround 


yourself with about a dozen riders, all 
of whom are about as fast as you are, no 
matter what your speed. Now try to 
deal with the course and the dust, try to 
hold on and not miss the turns, and try 
to pass all those other guys. What you 
get is a lot of genuine racing, a little 
inspired terror, and a wholesome shot of 
WFO jollies. 

Not bad, these SRA deals. Why, when 
I recover, I'm gonna enter another one, 
and blow off everybody оп the 
straights, and not fall, and... е

Hannah & Rubly 
take Pro classes 
at Carlsbad

A beautiful sunny day greeted the 
racers at Carlsbad Raceway this 
Sunday and though the track had 
been well watered, by the end of 
the day, the entire valley was a big 
dust bowl as the wind ceased early 
in the afternoon.

Hannah and Danny LaPorte (FRA) 
got off the line together in the first 125 
Pro race and the two were neck and 
neck for the entire race with Danny 
holding the lead. It looked as if LaPorte 
had the race sewn up when Hannah 
beserked it at the finish line and cut off 
Danny a few feet from the line. 
Hannah just grabbed a handful of 
throttle and flew over the finish, totally 
out of control and crashed into the 
storm fence that follows the track. He 
got up and ran around asking if he had 
won and wasn’t even particularly 
bothered by his hurt wrist from the 
crash. LaPorte figured that it was no big 
deal because he felt that if getting 
yourself sent to the hospital to win was 
the key to success then he would let 
Hannah have it. 

Warren Reid (Hon) got the holeshot 
in the second moto with LaPorte and 
Hannah right on his tail. Hannah got by 
LaPorte about halfway through the first 
lap and from there the three stayed 
close together until Danny ate it under 
the bridge after the down hill. He was 
slow in getting back up and ended up in 
last place after the third lap. Danny 
decided to beserk it for a while and 
finally caught the  next-to-last-place 
rider and then crashed again. He got up, 
caught the rider again and was right 
with Hannah, who had taken over the 
lead, when Danny high-sided in front of 
the scoring tower. He decided to take it 
easy. and finish while Hannah ran away 
with the 125 Pro class. 

The 250 class was the clincher for 
Hannah. Bob Elliott (Mai) got the 
holeshot in the first moto and was hotly 
pursued by Hannah, Jeff Jennings (Bul) 
and Bill Rubly (Mai). Bill was in third 


for the. first three laps when Jeff 
Jennings slipped by him and started 
making tracks for Hannah. Elliott and 
Hannah had taken up a sizable lead in 
the meantime and the two began to dice 
it out. They traded places three times 
on the uphill in lap five. Elliott managed 
to hold his lead up until the eighth lap 
when Hannah got by and took the win. 

The second 250 race saw Rubly get 
the holeshot and an early lead when two 
riders crashed on the downhill on the 
first lap. One rider broke his arm and 
was pretty badly hurt. The race was 
halted so that the ambulance crew could 
get him off the track. With the restart, 
Hannah got the holeshot and Rubly 
came out fourth. Hannah kept his lead 
and soon had a fast-flying Jeff Jennings : 
on his tail. Jennings was making time on 
Hannah when he crashed and got back 
up, still in second but not close enough 
to Hannah to be a threat. 

While Rubly may not have done so 
well in the 250 class, he more than 
made up for it in the 500 class. Bill 
showed the crowd why he is going to be 
wearing the CMC Number One plate 
next year as he got the holeshot in the 
first race and won easily. Rubly decided 
that he would cruise the last moto and 
when Bob Maxwell (Bul) got the 
holeshot, Bill was forced to do some 
racing after he had worked his way to 
second. Maxwell held off  Rubly's 
repeated charges and Bill decided to 
take it easy in the last race of the 
season. e

Robbery twarted 
at Mosier 
Valley MX

ARLINGTON, TEX., NOV. 2 
Short daylight hours, recurring 
cloudbursts, and an attempted 
holdup at the front gate all 
worked against the program at 
Mosier Valley MX Park today, but all 
concerned, including 253 riders, came 
out more or less alive.

(Yam) suffering a bad start and crashes. 





Both Hullett and Walker went down 
several turns from the finish, and 
previously unnoticed Ricky Blackwell 
(Yam) came across first for the win at 
5-1.

The Over-30 class brought out the 
best in T.C. Carter, and the ace Yamaha 
entrepreneur proved the best mudder on 
one of his wares, a 400 Mono. Jim 
Edwards (KTM) finally headed Hazen 
Smith (Yam) for second, and Don 
Bundrant logged a few more miles on 
his Ossa to take fourth. e

High Desert 100

BEND, ORE., OCT. 26 

This race is unique, not only to 
the Northwest, but to the West 
Coast because the course is 100 
miles long. No repeat loops. The 
Experts don't have to pass slower riders 
while lapping them; and you get to see a 
lot of country. A 100 mile course is a 
lot of work compared to a 30-50 mile 
loop, so consequently the Cascade M/C 
throws such an event only once a year. 
The terrain is varied, starting with sage 
brush covered flat desert, then up into 
the pine forests, back down to the 
starting area, and then off to the North 
of Highway 20 through culverts used 
mostly by cattle to avoid traffic 
hazards. The North side of the highway 
consists of sand, rocks, hills and many 
juniper trees that can reach out with 
springy arm-like limbs to jerk you right 
off your bike. 

In the three mile run to the smoke 
bomb, Bob Strobel aboard his leading 
link front end Husky, had the lead with 
Dale DeMaris hot on his heels. About 
three miles past the smoke bomb, 
there’s a small hill called Pine Mountain. 
If you were out trail riding on a Sunday 
afternoon, you wouldn’t give a second 
thought about it being an obstacle. It 
was, however, the down fall of many 
riders, including CZ mounted Dale 
DeMaris. There was a tremendous traffic 
jam and many riders burned out their 
clutches waiting to get over fallen logs 
and other little things. Of the 348 riders 
that started, 218 finished the 100 miles. 
Of the 130 DNFs, probably 100 were 
turned back right at this hill. 

The “High Desert 100” is usually 
always won in just over or under three 
hours. Likable Glenn Wiensz of Dallas, 
Oregon crossed the finish line in two 
hours and 58 minutes, $100 richer and 
very happy. Wiensz also garnered many 
points for the new “Oregon Desert 
Riders Assn." points system. 

Riders kept pouring in, all with grins 
on their faces. Everybody loved the 
course and had a great time. Mother 
Nature had helped out with just the 
right amount of rain prior to the race. 

One rider, Vern McCall, sent in his 
entry and put his age at 39 years and 11 





months, hoping the club would put him 
in the Old-Timers class (over 40). But, 
the club secretary wouldn't let him have 
this one month advantage on those old 
guys and put him in the Open Amateur 
class. McCall finished a few positions 
ahead of the first Old Timer. Maybe 
next time Vern. 

Five Powder Puffers entered and four 
of them finished. They only had to 
complete the first 50 miles, but this was 
the worst 50. The four girls should be 
proud of themselves. Next race will be 
another Cascade M/C event on

The Josephine County  Fair- 
grounds covered arena, the bitty

The 
second wave was a bit more professional 
looking. Mike Lawless had his mind set 
on winning and he shot to a quick lead 
on the inside.

Big Jim 
took the holeshot in the TD but soon 
faded out — do believe he forgot the 
gas. In the A Main, he and another old 
gent tangled handlebars and Big Jim and 
bike parted company. -His brother 
Dennis picked up the family banner and 
took off, but just couldn’t do more than 
third with the likes of Lawless and 
McLane ahead of him. 





You know the 200 class? The one 
during which most spectators take a 
coffee break? Not so this time! We 
called that class a ‘‘Comedy of Errors” 
because that’s just what it was every 
time the 200s got on the track. Dan 
Hacker made one of those starts that 
looks like a greenhorn at his first time 
on a bike, got all the way through turn 
one before he fell. Stan Atkinson got 
into number four, liked it so well he 
decided to stay. On the restart, 
Atkinson rushed right back to turn four 
and sat down again, while the rest 
wobbled to a heat finish. The TD wasn’t 
much better; Lee Gifford and Hacker 
hooked up in a turn and Ron Stewart 
went down trying to miss them, leaving 
last place Atkinson to a first place win. 
When the A Main rolled around, Hacker 
took a holeshot but that fourth turn did 
it to him again. He spun around twice, 
using his foot as a pivot and if the whole 
thing wasn’t planned, it was the neatest 
donut spin we’ve seen in a long time. He 
then tried to make the front straight but 
wiped out a tire, chased flagmen Wes 
Word, wiped out another tire, made one 
more shaky lap and pulled to the center.

In 
the very first heat, Brian Peterson, Brett 
Howard and Wendell Diltz found 
themselves. on row two. Mark Detwiler 
had a good lead but lost it and bike at 
the same time. John Lawton had the 
early lead of the second heat then took 
a header in turn four, leaving Randy 
Sloan with an easy win. 

The addition of a class for 360s 
proved interesting. Fred  Faltersack 
found the short track a bit difficult. He 
promptly downed it in the heat, hit the 
wall, recovered and went down again in 
the main, less than 20 feet from the 
flag. He jumped up and still managed a 
third because of the mixed-up field. Jeff 
Campbell handily won his heat and TD.

solved the

Don Ivan’s account of how bikers in San Mateo County won key 
concessions from the local bureaucracy spans a multi-year effort of 
trail-and-error groping by a few dedicated bikers as they learned their way 
through the bureaucratic maze. Was it all worth it? Could there have been 
a better way? Don’s conclusion at the end of his piece may startle you. 


San Mateo County is the small 
county which lies in the heart of 
the San Francisco Peninsula. A 
busy metropolis of over 250,000 
people stretches from San 
Francisco to the San Jose area. As 
an antidote for the urban rat race, 
the county conveniently has its 


own backyard playground and farm, 
which has been set aside as a Resource 
Management Zone. This expanse of 
open spaces includes thousands of acres 
of redwood forests, 50 miles of foggy 
Pacific coastline, very few people, and a 
vast area of rolling coastal foothills, 
which is mostly marginal grazing land 
but better described by “Papa Wealy” as 
“primo northern California riding.” 

There have never been any legal 
riding areas in San Mateo County for 
off-road motorcycles. Of course many 
of us have done a lot of super riding 
anyway, and even staged organized 
events — whether legal ог пої. 
Nonetheless, members of the Pacifica 
Motorcycle Assoc., an active and 
progressive club which has operated 
illegally (but sucessfully) on a 200 acre 
rocky cliff on our north coast, initiated 
pressure on county officails to respond 
to the needs. of off-road vehicles. The 
result was the formation of a volunteer 
citizens committee by the Board of 
Supervisors, comprised only of 
motorcycle enthusiasts to work with the 
Parks and Recreation Department. 

The history of events following the 
organization of that committee and the 
subsequent closing of the Knob Hill 
Ranch 1200 acre riding area should be a 
valuable reference for motorcyclists in 
other counties facing their own land use 
problems. 

San Mateo County -had previously 
been on record as totally against 
motorcycle recreation. In 1970, as 
result of pressures from motorcyclists, 
county policy was enacted which all but 
eliminated the possibility of ever having 
a legal riding area. Hundreds of 
motorcyclists had packed the Board of 
Supervisors public hearing and lined the 
streets outside while the group’s 
attorney was losing his shouting match 
with Board members inside. After many 
of us wheelied away in disgust down 
main street, we came back five years 
later with different tactics, better timing 
and with different results. . 

We started with the Citizens Off-road 
Vehicle Committee, headed by a 
hard-working, dedicated motorcycle 
activist and co-founderof the P.M.A. — 
Chuck Gust. Through Chuck’s persistent 
efforts along with myself and four other 
members (from an original 12 man 
committee) we compiled a very 
thorough study of the off-road vehicle 
problem in our county and presented 
our findings and recommendations to 
the Parks and Recreation Commission 
several months later. Even though we 
had favorable in-house support, we 
spent six months with Parks and 
Recreation, four months with the 








Planning Department, and two months 
waiting for a final decision from the 
Board of Supervisors. The Committee's 
report is an excellent document and is 
available upon request from the county. 

Our basic ammunition was the 
obvious lack of reponsible government 
action in response to the 120% increase 
in motorcycle sales over the last*five 
years and the obligation of government 
to properly use off-highway vehicle tax 
money. In addition to green sticker 
funds, every county has general fund 
tax money which can also be used to 
develop motorcycle recreation facilities. 
After all, motorcycling is a major sport 
now and our government spends tax 
dollars to acquire and operate public 
beaches, redwood parks and forests, 
airports, harbors, golf courses, 
playgrounds, bicycle, horse and hiking 
trails, and zero for our sport. 

However, the first obstacle of the 
committee was the need to change 
outdated county zoning policy, which 
was eliminating the availability of 
thousands of acres of open land to 
motorcycle sport because of zoning 
restrictions. Zoning is the process 
whereby a handful of people tell 
everyone else what they can or can’t do 
with their own property. In this county, 
the city people have taken all the open 
space, rural areas in their “backyard” 
and put it in the special “R.M. zone” to 
save it. If you want to do something 
with your land, you first purchase a 
permit application, then spend 
thousands of dollars on reports, studies; 
and mountains of environmental double 
talk and then wait four months to a 
year or more for an answer. This time 
frame is necessary to keep the 
governmental employees over-worked, 
underpaid, and too busy to be efficient, 
while the applicant waits for numerous 
public hearings while the entire process 
repeats itself two or three times, during 
which everyone hopes the project will 
go broke or give up. 

After a one-year struggle, we have 
won this exception. The county will 
now allow, and requires, any 
prospective riding area to apply for a 
permit to operate — whether large ог 
small, public or private, commercial or 
non-profit. 

Though seemingly an anti-climatic 
success, changing county motorcycle 
park policies and opening new doors 
with county officials has been a major 
accomplishment, and may well be a 


precendent for other counties, 
statewide. 
The main concentration of the 


committee's efforts, and critical to the 
re-opening of Knob Hill Ranch, was to 
change county policy which 
prohibited any motorcycle activities 
on lands under contract of the 
California Land Conservation Act of 
1965 (Williamson Act) A similar effort 
was initiated at the state level by 
Assemblyman Chappie at M.O.R.E.’s 
request, but was defeated in committee: 

However, in San Mateo County we: 
succeeded in changing implementation 











of the Williamson Act at the local level. 


This means over 45,000 acres of 
additional open space, prime iand is 
now potentially available for future 
legal riding areas, and allows landowners 
an additional recreational land use along 
with their big tax dodge in the name of 
open space preservation. 

This change took over a year of hard, 
persistent volunteer work, appearances 


at more than 10 public hearings, 
constant phone calls, personal 
appointments, and letter writing to 


county supervisors and other public 
officials (most of whom were very 
sympathetic but still unable to make 
things happen at a respectable rate of 
progress). 

Also, while only five people carried 
on the task for the more than 50,000 
motorcyclists in our county, over 500 
letters from members and friends of 
Knob Hill Ranch and the other local 
clubs poured into the county offices to 
aid the cause. Much outside influential 
correspondence also opened minds and 
aided our progress. It was done entirely 
without legal counsel or representation 
and without money. A special thanks 
should go to Chuck Gust and to Alan 
Bygdnes of the Redwood City chapter 
of the P.I.T.s — both of whom will just 
not give up. 

This story is not necessarily a success 
formula for other groups in other 
counties facing similar problems, nor is 
it the end of our effort. It was the only 
system we had, so we used it — but it's 
unsatisfactory. Too much depends on 
luck, timing and politics. We were lucky 
to have a few responsible politicians to 
work with in the government and it still 
took a year. 

Some of those politicians were the 
result of San Mateo's County's proven 
example of organized motorcyclist 
voting strength being successful. This 
goes back many years to when the San 
Mateo County Motorcycle Association, 
engineered by Alan Bygdnes and Roger 
Selby, was a major factor in the election 
and defeat of certain candidates for 

, public office. Since our industry cannot 
"buy and sell" public officials, real 
voting strength is important. Our issue 
was decided long before the policy was 
officially changed at the final public 
hearing, and the word has been coming 
from the top down all the while we 
were following the mechanics of the 
system from the bottom up. 

The whole process and system is 
discouraging, so another solution must 
be developed. 

The answer is money — collective 
money. Land use is the primary issue. 
Without land, we don’t have a sport — 
only another means of transportation. 
Land is disappearing fast and becoming 
more and more difficult to obtain in 
large tracts — even privately. We are 
nursing a dream thinking we have the 
time to succeed with political games, to 
fight ecologists and environmentalists, 
trying to save public lands so our 
motorcycles can “destroy” them. A 
change in direction, spending, and 
people is needed now. 

There is a simple, easy to adminster 
solution which would yield immediate 
results and provide a tangible incentive 
for motorcyclists and the industy to be 
spending their support dollars on. Buy 
land! Why spend $15 on a green sticker 
to ride on private land or to ride on 
state facilities like McGill Cycle Park? 
Motorcyclists can duplicate the green 
sticker program by having a “tax” 
program of our own, collecting our own 
money to purchase and operate our own 
facilities. If motorcyclists had 
accumulated the millions of dollars 
which have gone into the green sticker 
program for our own use, there would 
already be a giant network of dirt bike 
riding areas, privately owned, operated, 
and regulated by motorcyclists — 
collectively and organizationally. Our 
need is to buy and establish riding areas 
now without a dependence оп 
incompetent government tax programs 
and their administrators, or the scams of 
industry organizations which shadow 
government ineffiency. Our sport is in a 
deepening rut now, but we have the 





energy, numbers, and resouces to bail 
ourselves out. The time is now, the 
writing is on the wall. I’m ready, but 
can’t do it alone.

You can 
smell the tar 
bubbling 


The following are excerpts from the 
November 16 “Checkered Flag” column 
written by Owen Kearns, jr. of the 
Bakersfield Californian. In it, he tells 
the general, non-riding public a little bit 
about us, and why we might have reason 
to turn militant. It's also a sign that our. 
side of things is finally, bit by bit, 
beginning to break out through the 
media smokescreen . . .

One might expect motorcyclists, 
busy “doing their thing," to be 
among the more apolitical citizen- 


Unfortunately, for motorcy- 
cling, this frequently has been so. 
The evidence suggests, however, 
that the cyclists — their back to 


the wall — are turning militant. They are 
going into the political arena to protect 
what  freedoms government hasn't 
already confiscated. 

Most of California's desert has been 
closed to riding. The annual 
Barstow-to-Las Vegas race was scrubbed 
by Bureau of Land Management decree 
several months ago at the behest of 
conservationists. 

State antinoise campaigns are driving 
some cycles off the market, notably in 
Oregon. 

Antipollution regulations may kill the 
two-stroke bike. 

Big Brother fancies laws which force 
a motorcyclist to wear a crash helmet 
and burn his headlight in the daytime. 

Chip, chip, chip but, compounded, 
it’s an avalanche. 

A variety of lobby groups have 
sprung up, from the American 
Motorcycle Association to M.O.R.E., 
which has campaigned in Washington 
and Sacramento against helmet laws. 

They are no-nonsense organizations 
and have not been afraid to stand up to 
legislators and bureaucrats. 

On the grassroots level, judged by 
actions and letters to the editor, the 
folks are more than a little distressed. 
They have fire in their eyes and you 
almost can smell the tar bubbling. 

Once, the fury could be dismissed. 
No more. Cycles have proliferated, both 





on and off-road. Virtually everybody 
rides, from dentist to lawyer to 
bricklayer to housewife to junior high 
school student. 

The politician who ignores them is in 
for a very nasty surprise should this 
sleeping giant ever be awakened. 

We suspect that awakening is close at 
hand. The distrust of government, and 
dissatisfaction with bureaucratic 
meddling, seems universal. Small 
wonder the bikers have caught the bug. 

Millions of Americans have goals and 
aspirations which government by an 
elite seeks to thwart. Retribution, 
however, may be just around the corner. 

When traditionally apolitical groups 
begin seething with political action, 
look out.

We went on talking about money, 
business, love, death and taxes. He 
complained bitterly about how the 
government takes 70% of his income, 
which he calls legalized theft. He went 
one step further, calling the taxation 
legalized murder, because the time spent 
working behind a desk takes away 10 
years off a man’s life. He emphasized 
the counterproductiveness of heavy 
taxation. 

Back up the hill, at home base. Mike 
goes downstairs to his office to make 
some more phone calls, mostly about 
his disqualification from the SCCA 
national. He doesn’t know if he'll race 
or not, and he’s especially anxious to 
find out, since he had just bought a 
$5,000 racing engine for his Shelby 
Cobra. 

Dinner is served: Elk meat tacos. 
Mike had shot the entree himself. He 
tells me he will be going to Alaska to 
shoot Kodiak brown bear with a .44 
magnum pistol. The tacos are really 
good. Dan Skahill, Mike’s protege and 
radio advertising salesman joins in. 
Between bites, Dan and Mike talk about 
sales, ratings, and coverage for the 
upcoming blitzkrieg ad campaign for the 
Anaheim event. The discussion slips 
through my mind, so I chat about 
something more familiar: sex acts that 
can be performed with small animals 
and crustaceans. They don’t get it. 
We’re even. 

Bob Clampett, Mike’s advertising rep, 
comes in for biz and tacos. Mike breaks 
out the Oly and booze because today’s 
been good to him, so he’s going to 
whoop it up and boogie tonight. 

I remember a doctor’s appointment, 
“At nine o’clock tonight?” “Yeah, he 
sucks blood." So I leave. I tell Mike I'll 
see him tomorrow morning. He says for 
me to take my time because he's going 
to go out and get bombed.

he hill is a stark contrast to 

yesterday: foggy with a hint of 

sunshine. But that’s okay 

because Mike is grooving. 

Yesterday was really his day. 
Everything had gone well, and it even 
looks like he'll be racing the SCCA 
national finals at Road Atlanta. 

Even though he's still recovering from 
last night's celebration at Isadora’s, 
Mike does his exercises. He fools with 
Poo and Lisa, rolling about on the 
carpet floor with their furry bodies. 

After breakfast Mike reads his paper, 
then hustles down to his office to work. 
Instead of dealing on the phone like 
yesterday, today Mike works with his 
pen, writing important letters that 
resulted from yesterday's successful 
deals over the phone. It's strange to see 
him so quiet for so long. It's almost 
ominous. I sensed what could happen 
by day’s end. 

I wander down to the office where 
secretaries handle various projects for 
the Media Max operation. One secretary 
is checking out survey forms from this 


year’s SuperBowl. Surveys can detect 


what people like or dislike about the 
event, so aspects of next year’s event 
san be changed based upon the 
szcponses. Originally there were 
supposed to be 11,000 survey forms to 
be counted, but most of them were 
accidentally disposed of by Coliseum 
personnel. It was a happy accident, one 
secretary admitted, because it would 
have been a drag to tally all of them. 

Diane asks me if Cycle News has a list 
of all the National MX winners to make 
up a riders list for Anaheim. I put my 
sharp mind to work and call up CN to 
see if they can help. It’s not that easy, 
they say. Looks like Diane will have to 
look them up herself. 

Steve McLaughlin drops in on Mike. 
He’s a handsome creature. Downright 
purty, too. He talks business with Mike. 
Steve has been associated with Media 


42 Max for about three years because he 
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likes the way they operate. They have a 
project involving a scientific study of 
motorcycle suspensions. It’s going to be 
done with computers, scientists and 
stuff. 

He only talks with Mike briefly 
because of the pressing 
correspondence that has to be sent out 
today. So I steal Steve away for a while 
to see what useful dialogue can be 
extracted from him. We talk about the 
philosophical and political aspects of 
motorcycling. I discover not only is 
Steve a handsome bugger and down 
right purty, he’s smart, too. 

Lunch time arrives. Mike and Diane 
dress up to buy a wedding dress and go 
restauranting. They leave. Steve leaves. 
Im alone to myself. Mike had locked 
his office. He thought that since I was 
so persistent in trying to see him, I 
might get into some mischief. 

I look about the living room and 
conclude that the spirit of living flesh 
becomes woven into the inanimate 
materials to create an atmosphere that 
reflects the essence of the inhabitant. 
This house is an exhibition of all the 
facets of Goodwin’s life, both personal 
and public. Since he also invites business 
associates to the house, it would be 
expected that Mike would have his 
house say all the things about him that 
were left unsaid in a business 
conversation. 

Mike is a chronic overachiever with an 
overwhelming ego. Everything is done 
with the same lust for perfection. His 
driving instinct for the good deal is 
comparable to a fast moving freight train. 

On our trip yesterday, he had said 
with an authority that I won’t argue 
with, that there are about five or six 


good promoters worth mentioning, 
including himself, which he immediately 
footnoted with the statement that, “I’m 
probably as full of shit as the next guy.” 
Sometimes he’d say, “I’m really full of 
shit!” And I can’t tell if he is truthfully 
apologizing for his egotism, or if a more 
subtle game is being played. 

Everything that I see in the room 
sends me the same message: Michael 
Goodwin is a creature in overdrive. He 
had once said, “I’m a victim of my own 
destiny,” and that being constantly at 
work had taken the years out of him. I 
couldn’t agree more. He doesn’t look 30 


years old; I mean he doesn't look older, ~ 


and certainly not younger, but he 
doesn't look 30. He had admitted that 
he wants to get out of the business by 
the time he's 40, but I don't think it 
will happen. I see an ashtray on a table 
between a copy of Fortune and Cycle 
World. It has Goodwin’s coat of arms on 
it with an inscription that says Virtue et 
Labore, which Mike translated for me, 
meaning “Hard Work.” 

What am I doing here? I feel almost 
devastated by Mike's overbearing 
histrionics during our taped 
conversations, striving for the center 
stage. I resent his overachievements, 
maybe because I’ve been such an 
underachiever myself. 


ike and Diane return with 

crepes in their stomachs and a 

dressbox in Diane’s hand. I 

ask where the happy event 

will be held. Diane says that 
the wedding will take place here. 

Mike goes back down to his office to 
do more work and write more letters. I 
follow him down to see what’s going on. 
Mike is a fresh air lover, so he opens up 
the sliding glass door in his office to let 
the cool breeze in. He digs it. I’m 
freezing. 

He works on a letterhead idea for his 
American Motocross Finals. After 
getting a good idea of what he wants, 
Diane is called in to handle it. A 


secretary comes in a while later to give 
him a letter. Mike complains about the 
poor quality of work the secretarial 
staff has put out recently, Letters have 
to be proof read better. Or else. 

Lynne 
manager, 


Saunders, Mike's business 
drops in during the long 





afternoon to show him a bunch of 
goodies that a company had done for 
the Long Beach GP, and now they want 
to do the same for the American MX 
Finals. Mike examines the souvenirs 
closely and comments on their fine 
quality. Lynne will handle the details. 
Quiet returns as the tension in Mike's 
body builds. 

I sit there in his office as the day gets 
older and shorter, waiting for something 
to happen, because I can sense 
something almost hostile in the air. I 
don't bother to ask Mike what the 
problem is; besides, I'm an easy bleeder. 








> He makes’ one last phone call, then. - 


heads up the stairs to the living room. 
Mike gets the exercise wheel and gets 
down on the carpet to work off the 
tenseness that had built up. He tells me 
that certain chemicals build up in the 
body that create tensions if not worked 
off. He then rolls the wheel with 
powerful thrusts, back and forth on the 
carpet. Randy, an employee, steps in 
briefly. Mike orders him to get his 
Husky ready; he’s itching for a ride. 

After a while we both go up to the 
garage and check out the bike. The 
Husky’s an old ISDT bike that had been 
prepared by Rolf Tibblin. It’s a 450, 
and it’s powerful. Just seeing the bike 
gives me all sorts of lusty desires to ride 
off into the sunset. We both return to 
the house. 

Mike made himself comfortable in his 
easy chair, and told me his pride and joy 
has been the SuperBowl, which has been 
carefully cultivated over the years from 
a daring promotional experiment to one 
of the premier motor sports in the 
nation. He sees further improvement in 
the future of the SuperBowl and the 
creation of other stadium racing events 
through a new organization he calls The 
Stadium Motorsports Federation, whose 
purpose will be to provide a body to 
negotiate for better sponsorship, 
publicity, and riders for such events. 


There are more plans and events in 
the future that are waiting in the wings 
of Mike’s brainchild. But for the time 
being, they can wait. His present 
concern is that he’d like to see more 
continuity in stadium MX events which 
would make it better for everybody 
involved, from spectator to promoter to 
manufacturer. 

He would also like to see some 
positive changes in the AMA. “The 
problem with them,” he commented, 
“is that none of them work for a profit; 
they get paid whether they make money 
or not." Mike can't see why out of 10 
or 20 million riders, only 140 thousand 
are AMA; but he sees an idea which 
could give the AMA membership a turn 
for the better. “If I were AMA, I would 
negotiate with the factories. Why not 
discount your membership — or give it 
away free the first year! With the 
purchase of a bike, have the 
manufacturer mark it up four dollars 
and give that to the AMA for the 
membership.” 

Another of his ideas, in order to help 
the continuity of the sport, is to have 
only one national MX champion. This 
would be determined by having the best 
riders from two main classes compete to 
see who is the best. One would be an 
“outdoor” class composed of Open class 
bikes, and the “indoor” class to be 
made up of 250s. Both classes would be 
supplemented by a 125 support class. 
Mike thinks that this would be less 
expensive for the factories, and would 
cause less confusion amongst the 
non-motorcycling press. 

What does Mike see in the future of 
the motorcycle sport? “I think if we can 
cut out the petty infighting political 
problems we have to put up with, and 
keep people in the industry that have 
the most to lose or gain, we can sit 
down and work together. I’m certainly 
willing to sit down with everyone 
involved to see how we can best 
promote it, to see how we can sell more 
motorcycles, to help make better riders, 
to help the riders make more money, to 
make the spectator happy, or whatever 
— for the total industry. That is why we 
need a very powerful central body — 
even a dictatorship — but somebody 
that considers the marketing point of 
everything. 

“I think that if we can all work 
together, there is no reason in the world 
that we cannot have a sport that in any 
major market we move into, we draw at 
least 50-70,000 people for a stadium 
event. Frankly, if we keep it out in the 
fields, it's going to die away into 
oblivion. People here are too spoiled, 
too sophisticated, and there is too much 
competition for the entertainment 
dollar. If we recall again that we're 
producing entertainment, and there are 
so many benefits that come out of it, 
let's take advantage of it." 

He looked relieved of the burden that 
had built up inside as he sat in his easy 
chair. For a moment, Michael Goodwin 
was at rest. e
